There has 
recently 
been dis- 


covered in the files of the Wis- 
consin Historical society a speech 
made by Abraham Lincoln, presi- 
dent of the United States during the 
civil war, in which he humorously 
recalls his military services in the 
BInck Hawk war in 1832. Lincoln 
was made a soldier and enlisted to 
drive Black Hawk out of Illinois. He 
proceeded into Wisconsin as far as 
Fort Atkinson, and then returned to 
Illinois. This was the first visit of 
Lincoln to Wisconsin. 


In a treaty of 1904 by Gen. Wil- 


liam Henry Harrison with the Sac 
and Fox Indians at St. Louis, these 
tribes relinquished their claims to the 
lands bounded by the 
Mississippi, 


the Illinois, and the Wisconsin riv- 
ers. This exterminated the Indians 
from the' famous lead region, which 
was one of the earliest portions of 
Wisconsin to be settled. The treaty, 
however, ,was not immediately en- 
forced. Black Hawk always insisted 
th;-.t his people did not consent to 
the arrangement. It was not until 
1S2S that 
the public lands 
about 


Rock Island were offered for sale by 
;he government. In 1831, the In- 


! dians 'became troublesome ar.d fre- 
! quent 
conflicts 
occurred. While 


I Black Hawk was on a hunting expe- 
dition, in 1831, much 
of the land 


which he occupied sround Rock Is- 
innd was settled 
by white people. 


Trouble threatened and an agree- 
| ment was made for Black Hawk .to 


J be moved westward across the Mis- 
sissippi river. Here he remained un- 
til the spring 
of 1S32 arid Black 


Hawk started his famous raids upon 
the settlers. 
| 
Lincoln Starts Career 


It was at this time and under 


these circumstances that Abraham 
Lincoln became a historic character. 
When Governor Reynolds, on April 
16, 1832, issued his call for volun- 
teers, young Lincoln, living at Sal- 
cm, near Springleld, in Sangaraon 
county, about 
120 miles south of 


Rock Island, responded. 


"When the call was issued, Lin- 


coln promptly enlisted and with 
many of his neighbors went to 
Eeardstown, in Cass county," says 
Alfred Augustus Jackson in an old 
manuscript 
discovering 
Lincoln's 


services in the Black Hawk war. "At 
Bcardstown, the company which, he 
had joined was organized April 21, 
by his selection as captain. 
There 


was another candidate for the posi- 
tion. The method of election adopt- 
ed was for the two candidate to take 
separate positions, 
and let 
each 


member of the company form in line 
with the candidate he preferred. Lin- 
coln's line was much longer than that 
of the other 
candidates; he was, 


therefore, declared elected. In a 
brief autobiographical sketch made 
later in life, referring to this elec- 
tion, he said: 'Then came the Black 
Hawk war, and I was elected a cap- 
tain of volunteers, a success which 
gave me more pleasure than any I 
have had since.' Lincoln was at that 
time only a little over twenty-three 
years of age. 


"The company of which Lincoln 


was captain formed a part of the 
Fourth Illinois Regiment, command- 
ed by Gen. Samuel Whiteside, of the 
Illinois volunteers. April 27, this 
force, accompanied by the governor 
(Reynolds) commenced its march to 
Rock Island, by the way of Oquaka, 
in Henderson county, and Yellow 
Banks, on the Mississippi, at which 
latter place it was expected that 
boats with provisions would meet it. 


Story of March 


"From 
Henderson River, 
they 


marched to Yellow Banks where they 
arrived on May 3. There they wait- 
ed three days for the provision boats, 
and then proceeded to the mouth of 
Rock river, where they arrived May 
7, and found General Atkinson with 
a force of regulars, and wer.e mus- 
tered into the United States service. 


"In the memoir of Jefferson Da- 


vis by his wife, it is stated that when 
this volunteer force was called out 
by Governor Reynolds. Gen. Winfield 
Scott was in command at Fort Snell- 
ing, and dispatched thence to the 
seat of war two lieutenants to mus- 
ter in the Illinois volunteers. One 
of these lieutenants was said to be 


of the enterprise. 
They were de- 


nied that self-expression which was 
their 
due. Not 
because' anyone 


wanted them neglected, but because 
.nobody thought of it. But in the 
last Red Cross drive, Secretary Ab- 
ner Gran thought of it. He added 
industrial committees to his organ- 
ization. It wasn't a case of foremen 
passing the hat. He called upon rep- 
resentative men in the factories and 
from the railways of La Crosse, and 
gave to them powers and responsi- 
bilities of leadership. The answer 
came back from these factories, full 
nnd strong. These representatives 
pf our great industrial organizations 
stood up to report in the great rally 
that wound up the campaign. Down 
the line "they went, 100 per cent, 
factory after factory without a skip, 
and the over-subscriptions totalled a 
pretty sum. They were in the war. 
They went over the top, accounting 
for the citizenship of every man 
among their fellows. They 
might 


have been bankers, cr lawyers, or 
business men so^Iar as appearance 
went. They were the greatest thing 
it is given men to be—-the free citi- 
zens of a democracy, defending their 
freedom. We regard the 
day in 


•which these men stood there with 
tncir inspiring message as the great- 
est day in our year of war, for it 
perfected the record of La Crosse. 
The Chamber of Commerce was never 
paid a greater compliment. We saw 
democracy at its best in that histor- 
ic meeting.—La Crosse Tribune.

Neither did An- 
derson come from Fort Snelling, but 
fr»m Jefferson Barracks, at St. Lou- 
is. It is possible that Lieutenant Da- 
vis administered the oath of alle- 
giance but I am not aware of any 
record of such an event. Indeed, it 
is stated upon* what is. believed to 
be good authority, that Lincoln and 
his company were mustered 
into 


service by Colonel Taylor himself. 


Black Hawk Pursued 


"When Black Hawk found that his 


u-.^n were being chased by the whites, 
no formed an ambush, and upon the 
approach of the latter.attacked them 
so vigorously that they turned and 
fled. Eleven of Stillman's men were 
killed. The regiment to which Lin- 
coln's company belonged was mean- 
while at Dixon's Ferry. The next 
day, Whiteside's force—among them 
Lincoln's company—marched to the 
scene of this disaster and buried the 
dead. 


"Later, when Lincoln was in con- 


gress, he gave a humorous account 
of his part in this affair. 
Lewis 


Cass was a candidate for the presi- 
dency, and his war record was re- 
ferred to, showing his eminent serv- 
ices to the country, whereupon Lin- 
coln made the following reference to 
his own military career: 'By the way, 
Mr. Speaker, did you know I am a 
military hero? Yes, sir,:in the days 
of the Black Hawk war, I fought, 
bled and came away. Speaking of 
General Cass' career, reminds me of 
my own. I was not at Stillman's 
surrender; but I was about as near 
it as Cass to Hull's surrender; and 
like him,-1 saw the place very soon 
afterward. It is quite certain I did 
not break my sword, for I had none 
to break; but I bent a musket pret- 
ty badly nn one occasion. If Cass 
broke his sword, the idea is, he broke 
it in desperation; I bent the musket, 
by accident. If General Cass wer.t 
in advance of me, in picking whor- 
tleberries, I guess I surpassed him 
in charges upon the wild onions. If 
he saw any live, fighting Indians, it 
was more than I did,—but I had a 
good many bloody struggles with the 
mosquitoes; and although I never 
fainted from loss of blood, 
I can 


truly say I was often very hungry. 


'Mr. Speaker, if I should ever con- 


clude to doff whatever our democrat- 
ic friends may suppose there is of 
block-cockade federalism about me, 
and, thereupon, they should take me 
up as their candidate for the presi- 
dency, I protest they shall not make 
fun of me as they have of General 
Cass, by attempting to write rne in- 
to a military hero.' 


"The time for which the volun- 


teers enlisted having nearly expired, 
they now became clamorous for their 
discharge. Whiteside marched them 
back to Ottawa, in La Salle county, 
where they were discharged from 
service; on May 28 Lincoln's com- 
pany was mustered out, and his of- 
,flce of captain terminated."

3 KILLED AND 
14 INJURED BY 
L O N G G U N 


Women Getting Into Car Are 


Hit; 
Shell in Crowded 


Street 


(By th« Ausocintcd Tress) 


PARIS (Monday)—Three persons 


were killed and fourteen injured in 
the bombardment of today by the 


erman long range gun. One shell 


burst in a crowded street in front 
of a tramway station. Three wom- 
en were getting into a car. One was 
tilled and the others injured. Sev- 
eral persons within the car, one a 
child, were injured. 


Gains -by the armies of the German crown prince on the 


Aisne front have been balanced in part by the sanguinary 
repulses of further attempts to puSh forward southwest of 
Ypres. In prepared second line positions along the Aisne 
the Franco-British forces are offering strong resistance to 
the Germans who are pressing on to cross the river, while in 
Flanders the French confidently await increased enemy at- 
tacks. 


Although the Germans attacked on the southern flank 


on a front of 35 miles in great strength, it is not clear what 
is behind the operation. Two possibilities stand out—that 
the Germans felt it necessary to widen' the elbow about 
Montdidier or that it was feared General Foch might begin 
a counter offensive toward Laon. Nor is it unlikely that 
the attacks on the extremities of the nearly 200 mile line 
are feints for a stupendous movement toward Amiens. 


In gaining the heights north of the Aisne and the famous 


Chemin des Dames, the Germans suffered most heavily. If 
the crown prince hoped to crush the French and separate 
them from the British at Berry-Au-Bac, he failed, as con- 
tact between the allied forces has been maintained through- 
out the fighting. How far the Germans advanced on the 
extreme ends of the new fighting front is not defined clearly, 
but in the center they reached the region north of Pont 
Arcy, on the Aisne, a four mile advance. 


Along the six mile front from Locre to Voormezeele on 


the Flanders battlefield, the French hurled the enemy back 
with great losses and still hold tenaciously to the positions 
protecting the ridge running westward from Mount Kem- 
me]. Near Voormezeele, where the French have taken over 
the line from the British, heavy fighting continues around 
Dickebusch lake, where the Germans penetrated the allied 
line. 


Meanwhile, there is very intense artillery fire from north 


of the Somme to the Avre in Picardy. The Germans have 
made no attacks here except for strong raids against the 
allied lines, especially the American sector west of Mont- 
didier. The Americans threw back the Germans in a count- 
er attack after fighting in which the enemy suffered severe 
losses and prisoners were taken by the Americans. 


Renewal of heavy fighting in northern France is coin- 


cident with a successful Italian thrust against the Austro- 
Hungarian positions in the mountains of the western Trent- 
ino. In addition to gaining important height positions, the. 
Italians captured nearly 900 prisoners and much war ma- 
terial. Austrian attacks south of Asiago have been re- 
pulsed by the Italians. Elsewhere on the front from Stelvio 
to the Adriatic there has been little activity.
